LONDON--A Monitor representative 
had a conversation this morning with 
lord Cowdray respecting a story re- 
ported in the American press to the 
effect that, the British minister in Mexico 
was interested with him in a company 
for the exploitation of Mexican land, 
the future of which was dependent upon 
the success of Huerta. The whole story, 
Lord Cowdray declared, was simply a 
mare’s nest. 

The simple fact was that 15 years ago, 
when Sir Lionel Carden was consul in 
Mexico, he acquired a right to some 40,- 
000 acres in the isthmus of Tehuantepec. 
Some years later, the exact date of 
which has escaped Lord Cowdray’s mem- 
ory, a company was formed to deal with 
this land. In this company, Lord Cow- 
dray’s company, Weetman Pearson, was 
interested with several others, a fee 
simple of the estate being held by all 
of -these. | 

‘The Mexican government, he said, had 
nothing whatever to do with the matter, 
nor had Huerta or any other member of 
the government the remotest interest in 
it. The Weetman Pearsons were not as- 
sociated in the formation of the original 
company, which was undertaken for de- 
velopment of agricultural land in the 
peninsula. 

What happened was merely that, find- 
ing the company formed, they consid- 
ered: it a good investment and put some 
money into it. The whole estate was 
merely one of several investments made 
vears ago by Sir Lionel Carden when he 
was consul in Mexico. :

LON DON—The King ‘opened Parlia- 
ment this afternoon. The royal proces- 
sion proceeded from Buckingham Palace, 
by the way of the Mall and the Horse 
Guards Parade, to Westminster, After 
the King had assumed his robes, the 
procession advanced to the House of 
Lords where the King, standing between 
the earl marshal and the lord cham- 
berlain on the steps of the throne read 
his speech. 

He began with an announcement of 
the forthcoming visit to the President 
of the French republic and then alluded 
to negotiations respecting Albania and 
the Aegean islands as likely to contribute 
to the maintenance of peace. Then came 
a statement to the effect that: negotia- 
tions of the cabinet with Germany and 
the Ottoman empire regarding Mesopo- 


| tamia were rapidly approaching a satis- 


factory conclusion and that the ques- 
tions pending with the Ottoman empire 


{respecting the seaboard of the Persian 


gulf were-also in a fair way to amicable 
settlement. 

Speaking of Ireland the speech de- 
clared that the measure in regard to 
which there were differences last session 
between the houses would be again sub- 
mitted to them. 

“I regret,” the speech ran, “tnat the 
efforts which have been made to arrive 
at a solution by agreement have not so 
far succeeded. In a matter in which 
the hopes and fears of so many of my 
subjects are keenly concerned and which, 
unless handled now with foresight, judg- 
ment and in the spirit of mutual con- 
cession, threatens grave future diffi- 
culties. It is my most earnest wish 
tnat the goodwill and cooperation of 
men of all parties and creeds may heal 
dissension and lay the foundations of a 
lasting settlement.” 

The speech concluded with a notifica- 
tion of the fact that proposals would 
be laid before the houses for reconsti- 
tuting the second chamber.

m. to 4:30 p. m. of the 500 k. w. West- 
inghouse-Parsons steam turbine and gen- 
erator. 

The results of these tests will be given 
out in printed form to each student to 
figure on the cost of running, the efti- 
ciency and the economy of the plant as 
a part of the regular laboratory work.

Thé proposition of the Hamburg 
American line was not entertained by 
the conference, and the result of the 
first meeting was the appointment of a 
special committee, which formulated two 
modified schemes that were submitted 
to the conference on the following day. 
The Hamburg American line’s_ repre- 
sentative did. not attend on the second 
day, and when the conference rose in 
the afternoon the pool was virtually 
broken up. 

Immediately afterward Mr.

‘issued a notice to the effect that the 


proposals of the Hamburg American line 
had been fully discussed by the confer- 
ence, but that it had not been found 
possible to arrange for anv extension of 
the agreements on a basis that would 
accord with tlre views expressed on be- 
half of that company.

The total revenue for the year Baron 
Takahashi estimated at 645,200,000 yen 
and he placed the expenditure at the 
same amount. Both these figures repre- 
sent an increase of 54,000,000 yen. 

One of the special features of the 
budget is the manner in which the in- 
crease on recurring and non-recurring 
expenditure is met. The funds to meet 
the former are secured partly from a 
surplus from the previous year, and 
partly from the natural increase in the 
revenue, and to meet the latter, from 
the savings secured by administrative 
reform. The total amount ‘of treasury 
bills to be issued will not exceed 90,- 
000,000 yen.

‘Their 
claims were ignored by the Holt report 
which, while recommending the addition 
of £1,000,000 to the men’s wages, pro- 
posed a measure which would reduce the 
women’s wages by £8 8s. 6d. in the first 
vear.and by £3 8s. 6d. after that. 
’ The fact that the postmaster general 
had referred the men in the postoffice 
to the House of Commons as the final 
court of appeal, and that the men had 
promptly accepted the challenge was per- 
haps the best argument which could be 
put forward for the enfranchisement of 
women. The Holt report was in itself 
an everlasting answer to those people 
who believed that one could do without 
political support in the _ industrial 
world.

The question of direct and indirect 
taxation looms large in Italy today; 
whether to lay more indirect taxes and 
refrain from direct, is what public finan- 
clers are discussing. A direct tax is al- 
Ways condemned as irksome, and it is 
at least agreed in many quarters that 
there shall be a rearrangement of direct 
taxation. On the other hand, a system 
of indirect taxation is always tempting, 
because of the theory that it is less hard 
on the taxpaver. 

Some of the leaders of the Catholics 
are urging the Catholics to associate 
themselves more strongly with institu- 
tions for savings and banking in agri- 
cultural and industrial undertakings, and 
in labor organizations. The only result 
of this proposal, already in practise in 
many financial institutions, is that credit 
as such can be controlled by Catholics as 
such, but to what end is not made quite 
clear. 

Unless such Catholic financial institu- 
tions did business on the impartial basis 
of other financial institutions, their main 
object would seem to be not so much the 
protection of Catholics through finance 
as coercion through it of those who pre- 
ferred an Italian to a Vatican policy, a 
fundamental negation of what the mod- 
ern world has seen to be liberty. 


A movement similar to this has been 
started in Naples and the South, to 
found economic institutions in the more 
important cities of the South. These 
prepositions, laudable in themselves to 
a certain extent, involve a question that 
must be answered, namely, in what can 
a Catholic institution for banking or 
cooperation, or any industrial purpose, 
be shown to differ from an Italian in- 
stitution of the same character. 

Italy is by no means alone in under- 
takings of this sort; finance and econom- 
ics the world over have been and are 
used for various purposes, but the fact 
that they both touch the people at all

ULSTER VOLUNTEER POSTAL 
SERVICE WORK DESCRIBED

BELFAST, Ireland—Speaking at a 
meeting of the Ulster Unionist council 
recently Lord Londonderry said that he 
had seen some things done in the way 
of preparation which were 80 remark- 
able that it would be difficult to get an 
Englishman to believe them true.

teers’ time, although their post bags are 
sent by rail and the volunteers’ are not. 
Proceeding, the Marquess of London- 
derry said, he was not going to describe 
the system then, but that much might 
be said, for not only could the volun- 
teer service be used for military pur- 
poses, but if it should be necessary to 
carry out a postal service for the civil 
population, the system could be in op- 
eration at the shortest possible notice, 
Some months ago, as reported at the 
time, Capt. James Craig, in conversation 
with a representative of The Christian 
Seience Monitor, said that in the event 
of the government deciding to cut off 
the postal service of Ulster as a coer- 
cive measure against resistance to the 
imposition of Home Rule, Ulster would 
be able to carry on a postal service of 
its own. In view of this statement, the 
foregoing announcement by the Mar- 
quess of Londonderry in Belfast, to the 
effect that such a service has now been 
organized, is specially interesting.

ORCHESTRA GIVES SCHOENBERG WORK 


Radical Composer Directs Concert at Queens Hall and Finds His ‘‘Five Pieces”

(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON —There is a _. well-worn 
platitude, often quoted by people who do 
not in the least believe what they are 
saying, to the effect that the pen is 


mightier than the sword. Yet there is 
a sense in which this platitude is true. 
The majority of people are much less 
afraid of the sword than they are of 
ideas, particularly new ideas. That is 
why society in general usually looks on 
the idealist. (the man who will cheerfully 
sacrifice everything and everybody, in- 
cluding himself, for the sake of an idea) 
~ as a “pestilent fellow.” Now there is no 
denying that the idealist is rather an un- 
comfortable sort of person. Perhaps it 
is fortunate there are not more of him, 
for his chief happiness seems to consist 
in making the other people who are hot 
idealists as uncomfortable as he possibly 
ean. When people have for years 
cherished a belief, a belief on which their 
whole mental comfort depends, nothing 
is more exasperating than to have that 
belief challenged and ita hollowness ex- 
posed by a troublesome busybody who 
rudely declares that what they have re- 
garded as peace of mind is nothing but a 
euphemism for stagnation. The com- 
munity punishes the man who breaks 
into his neighbor’s house, but there is no 
penalty on the statute book for the man 
who breaks into his neighbor’s peace. We 
do not send the idealist to prison unless 
he becomes dangerous by putting his 
leas into practise, we merely send him 
to Coventry, which is perhaps in his case 
‘the severer punishment. But -it is no 
more possible to keep him there than it 
-is to keep a militant suffragette in 
‘prison. The next generation wonders 
what all the fuss: has been about, and 
rarely remembers that every step of true 
progress achieved, every true liberty 
won, every treasure of true thought 
added to the common heritage, has been 
hardly paid for by some courageous 


idealist. 


Silence Observed 

The Queen’s Hall, on the Saturday af- 
ternoon when Arnold Schoenberg con- 
ducted his “Five Pieces for Orchestra” 
‘yp. 16, held many people who had their 


muisical peace shattered. Only a few 
months ago these now famous pieces 
> were vigorously hissed at a promenade, 
concert in the same hail, and on Satur- 
day's program was appended the follow- 
ing significant notice: “Herr Arnold 
Schoenberg has promised his cooperation 
at today’s concert on condition that dur- 
ing .the performance of his orchestral 
pieces perfect silence is maintained.” Let 
it be said at once that there was no hiss- 
‘ing, in fact there was considerable ap- 
plause, but it would be difficult to say 
how much of this applause was approval 
and how much politeness to a distin- 
guished visitor. George Bernard Shaw 
in the preface of “Man and Superman” 
tells how “in the eighteen-seventies an 
old lady, a very devouted Methodist, 
moved from Colchester to a house in the 
neighborhood of the City road, in Lon- 
don, where, mistaking a lecture hall for 
a chapel, she sat at the feet of Charles 
Bradlaugh for many vears, entranced by 
his eloquence, without questioning his 
orthodoxy or moulting a feather of her 
faith.’ A lady sitting next to the writer 
of this article applauded the Schoenberg 
pieces. rapturouslv and then uttered the 
cryptic remark that she had “always 
loved. Tschaikowsky-’ As Miss Adela 
Verne had just played the Tschaikowsky 
piano concerto it was evident that one 
member of the audience had listened to 
Schoenberg, thinking he was Tschaikow- 
«kv. It would be really interesting to 

know-if she had listened to Tschaikow- 
' sky, thinking he was Schoenberg. 


-Noises Organized 


Arnold Schoenberg has been called a 
“futurist,” but it is doubtful whether the 
“futurists” themselves would admit the 
relationship, for they refuse to use even 
the musical instruments of the present 
day. .For the modern orchestra they 
substitute the following six categories of 
“noises”: | : 

1—Gromblings, explosions, noises 
falling water, splashes, bellowings. _ 

3--Murmurings, mutterings, rustlings, 
rumblings, snarlings, gurglings. 

4—Creakings, cracklings, 
clashings, stampings. 

5—Percussive noises on metal, 
skin, stone, terra cotta. 

6—Voices of men and animals; 
nowls, laughs, sobs. 


Sincerity Discerned 

“These,” says Signor Russolo, ‘are thie 
“ix categories of ‘noises’ of the futurist 
orchestra which we propose very soon 
to realize mechanically.” “A “coneert” 
of the “noise makers” was actuclly 
vsiver in Milan on Aug. 11 of last year. 
Perhaps it is not surprising that Herr 
~huenberg disclaims the title of futurist. 
“[ do not call myself a futurist,” he de- 
clared to an interviewer. “I simply 
write naturally; my music i¢ the out- 
“ome of my personal feeling. Rules in 
_ musical art merely hamper expression, 
and T consider that one should give ab- 
solute freedom to one’s ideas.” Herr 
~choenberg asserts that his work is quite 
logical and based on the fundamental 
laws of music. “People will not think 
there is anything extraordinary or un- 
sntelligible in my music as soon as they 
are more familiar with it in the course 
of time,” he says; and the present writer 
« strongly inclined to believe that is 
true. Although it would be quite im- 
possible to form any critical opinion of 
value after one, or even half a dozen 
hearings. these “Five Pieces for Orches- 
fea’ strike the unprejudiced listener as 
obviously sincere, and there is far too 
much method in their “madness” for any 
justifiedtion of the abuse showered at 
pe camposers head by outraged mu-

sical critics, who, like other “leaders” 
of public-opinion, are, as a class, far too 
fond of “leading” from the rear. In- 
deed, it would be possible to. go even 
further and say there was a strong 
sense of beauty, particularly in the or- 
chestral color, although it must be ad- 
mitted that the beauty was not of a 
familiar kind. The Queen's Hall or- 
chestra, under the direction of the com- 
poser, played superbly. 

Arnold Schoenberg is an idealist, and 


time will test the value ana permanence 
of his ideals, but in spite of all the sins 
he has committed against musical ortho- 
doxy he has done nothing to merit the 
obloquy which has been voiced so lav- 


ishly by critics who, at this time of |

day, should really know better. 
by the emotions of prejudice, critics de- 
liberately make themselves blind and 
deaf, there is sometimes a strong temp- 
tation to wish that they would also, 
make themselves dumb. 


MUSIC IN ‘BOSTON ] 


MONTEMEZZI OPERA PRODUCED 

Montemezzi's “The Love of Three 
Kings,” which had its first Ameriean 
presentation at the Metropolitan Opera, 
New York, in January, was produced 
by the Boston Opera Company Monday 
hight under the scenic direction . of 
Joseph Urban, the stage management 
of Eugenio Reale and the musical leader- 


ship of Roberto Moranzoni. 

The principals in the drama comprised 
two singers of the compayf, Messts. 
Ferrari and Ludikar, and two borrowed 
from the Metropolitan Opera, Miss Bori 
and Mr. Amato. Three of ‘these, Miss 
Bor: and Messrs, Ferrari and Amato, 
were familiar with their roles,’ having 
sung them in the New York production. 
The leading parts, which are for soprano, 
tenor. baritone and bass, were taken 
as follows:

Henry Russell, the director of the 
company, announced a menth ago his 
determination to present this piece when 
he saw that it was successful in New 
York and when at the same time he saw 
that he needed a new opera to replace 
“Francesca da Rimini,” the original 
setting forth of which on the Boston 
stage had to be abandoned. Scenic and 
musical preparation, accordingly, has 
}been hasty. But with competent princi- 
pals at hand “The Love of-Three Kings” 
is by no means a great undertaking in 
operatic production. It is as simple a 
problem at least as “Tosca.” And viewed 
in the light of the mastery which all de- 
partments of the house have of their 
technique today, that is not a serious 
standard of difficulty. The whole enter- 
prise was a kind of improvisation. 
Nevertheless it was adequately carried 
out at every point. 

The Montemezzi work has had its first 
performance under conditions of acclaim 
quite unlike those attending the first 
performance of Puccini’s “Girl of the 
Golden West” in Boston. For “The 
Girl” found a public entirely prepared 
to praise, whereas “The Kings” found 
one just mildly curious. The applause 
for the Puccini production was half for 


the opera and half for the occasion, while 


that for the Montemezzi production was 
wholly for the opera. A large though 
not an overflowing house bestowed the 
applause. 

It was one of the few times when the 
Italian stage manager and the Italian 
conductor have been called on’ to coop- 
erate with Joseph Urban. “The Love 
of Three Kings” is now to stand in the 
Italian repertory of the company with 
“The Jewels of the Madonna” as a whol- 
ly Urban scenic study. None of the 
three settings for “The Kings” is com- 
parable in color charm with the second 
act of “The Jewels,” and none is to be 
mentioned with Urban ma&terworks in 
the French repertory, like the first scene 
in “Monna Vanna.” The sets are mere 
sketches, The brief drama admits of 
their being no more. They are architec- 
tural fancies roughly hurried together, 
no time allowed to make them plastie 
at every angle in the true Urban manner. 

Concession is made to the old Italian 
schoo] of scenic modeling in the tower 
of the second act, where certain of the 
arches are painted tnstead of being con- 
structed. The color schemes are duller 
than Mr. Urban has hitherto employed. 
He leaves his brilliant tints, altogether 
and goes into browns and gray greens. 
He utilizes his elevated stage, in the 
first act for the terrace on which the 
room of the castle opens and for the 
stairway up to the tower in the second 
act. He has a modification of the boxed- 
in stage, including the sides of the pro- 
scenium, but not the arch, in his fixed 
architectural frame. - 

The pictorial triumph of the produc- 
tion was the terrace in the middle dis- 
tance of the first scene, with a portico, 
under the middle arch of which was 
placed a sculptured beast. Sitting there 
with raised paw, its figure profiled hard 
against the dawning sky, the lion, if that 
is what it was, made a.telling focus for 
the scene. It also gave a symbolic.clue 
to the character of the principal person- 
age of the drama, King Archibaldo, whose 
contentment is to smite. 

Musically Montemezzi’s work is splen- 
did for its reticence and its lack of 
obvious and impertinent comment. Me- 
lodically and harmonically the score i. 
simple. The instrumental coloring . j 
subdued. Mr. Urban’s brush was ie, 
pathetically aware of that. The loud 
ani soft passages dre adjusted to a 
rhythm that is quite original in orches- 
tral writing. At important moments of 
dialogue the accompanying music is so 
light; that no conductor, however dis- 
posed he might be to let instruments 
6m one voices, could succeed in blurring 

word of the text. There is small 
orig inality of thematic materia! in the

orchestral sates and no significantly 
symphonic treatment of it. But the 
handling of dyna. ics indicates a devel- 
opment of thé familiar trait of Italian 
musical graciousness in a new direction. 

The voices have a continuous declama- 
tory line which does not come strictly 
under classification of recitative, arioso 
or aria. 
a free voice part can overlie so conserva- 
tive a harmonic seheme as is heard in 
the orchestra. But this is only another 
manifestation of the Italian genius for 
revitalizing old formulas. Montemezzi 
has perhaps written the most realistic 
singing speech that has yet come from 
Italy. ft has individuality, but it is not 
a mannered individuality. It is evidently 
difficult for the singers to execute but 
it always permits a good quality of vocal 
tone. It does not tend to sing’the voices 
white. 

Broadly considered, “The Love of 
Three Kings” is an Italian; version of 
“Pelleas and. Melisande.” Benelli, the 
librettist, is no Maeterlinck and Monte- 
mezzi is no Debussy, but Altura is Al- 
lemonde and Archibaldo is Golaud. The 
opera is a bold and successful invasion 
by a pair’of verists, the one a maker of 
dialogue, the other a maker of song de- 
clamation, into the realm of the atmos- 
pherists. The work should not hastily 
be set down as a masterpiece just be- 
Cause it is engrossing as a play, and in- 
gratiating as a musical composition. 
Pieces that excite opposition on their 
first hearing sometimes have greater vi- 
tality than those which win instant 
success. 

The parts were all admirably sung on 
Monday evening. Mr. Ludikar, as hav- 
ing the first task of impersonation, de- 
serves high credit for his singing and 
acting. Miss Bori gave a lifelike por- 
trayal of the heroine, without ever fall- 
ing away from the romance and remote- 
ness of Fiora’s world. Mr. Ferrari and 
Mr, Amato, the two Italians of the cast, 
were Greeks in appearance, and were al- 
together magnificent in their vocal and 
histrionic efforts. Mr. Moranzoni as con- 
ductor did his part brilliantly, and his 
men showed gallant behavior in a world 
of tone that was new to them, the bass 
players plucking their strings ardently 
in the moments of suspense, the. wood- 
wind pleyers singing their solo passages 
with earnest feeling at the times when 
the drama was in tender mood.

FASHIONS AND THE HOUSEHOLD 
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WHAT TO DO WHEN THERE IS 


TROUBLE WITH WATER PIPES 


how many 


It is surprising 
think that the first thing they ought to 
do when a water pipe springs a leak is 
to the plumber. The thing 
they ougnt to do first is to go to the 
basement or cellar and turn the water 
“oll. The reason they don’t is probably 
because they have never learned how, 
gid yet nothing could be simpler. All 
that it is necessary to do is to find the 
stop-cock, as it is called, and turn it 
as one would turn off a water faucet. 
The stop-cock looks just like a large 
faucet, and usually can be turned with 
the hand. If it has not been turned for 
a long time, however, a wrench may be 
necessury. It is always wise, too, to 
turn the stop-cock slowly until one 
makes certain that it is being turned 
in tue right direction, for a hasty turn 
in the wrong direction may cause a 
small flood in the cellar. 

Many people do not knowW that they 
can remedy a dripping faucet very often 
themselves. The thing to do is, first, 
to shut off the water, then to unscrew 
the handle and core (they come off in 
‘one piece) and see if the round 
washer at the end of the core is worn 
out: if it is, it can easily be 
replaced with a new one, then the core 
acrewed back into tne body of the fau- 
cet. The unscrewing and screwing can- 
not -be done with the hand alone; a 
Wrench or pincers are necessary. These 
should be applied to the flat sides of 
the faucet. Sometimes the seat, as well 
as tlie washer, is worn. The seat is 
n round ridge inside the body of the 
faucet into which tne core fits when it 
is screwed on. By rubbing one’s finger 
around this ridge one can_ discover 
whether it seems to be worn. If it-is, 
the plumber will have to be sent for, as 
a new faucet will be needed. But it 
may be that a tiny bit of sand or some- 
-thing similar is held by the washer on 
the edge of the seat, and it is this that 
has caused the dripping by not allowing 
the washer to fit down tightly to the 
seat. In this case as soon as the bit of 
sand or other deposit is removed and a 
new washer put on, the whole difficulty 
is met, in case the seat is not worn 
also, for when the core screwed 
hack into place it will fit so securcly 
that dripping will be impossible. 

What can be done to prevent grease 
from clogging the pipe to a kitchen 
sink? ‘The simplest thing to do is to 
keep the pipe cleared with a solution 
of Ive and water. Some housekeepers 
pour a pailful down the sink every few 
weeks. This helps some, but a better 
way is to use a pail witn a hole in it 
from which the lye solution can drip 
slowly for a long time.. In this way the 
grease is removed much more effectively 
than if the solution went down the 
waste pipe with a rush. A good pro- 
portion to use for this purpose is one 
pound of lye to five or six gallons of 
water, 

Although many people know that an 
effective way to keep water from freez- 
ing is to let it run continually, many 
hesitate to do this because they fear it 
will be more cxpensive than to let tne 
water freeze and have a plumber. They 
have come to believe this doubtless be- 
cause they have heard or read that to 
allow a one-inch stream to run for 24 
hours costs, according to present water 
meter rates, $14. But the fact is that 
a atream which is only one sixty-fourth 
of an inch is sufficient to prevent frecz- 
ing, and the expense for such a stream 
is only 1 cent in 24 nours. This clearly 
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people | 


proves that it is cheaper to let the 
water run than it is t@ let it freeze, 
When the water hammer is_ heard 
pounding, this shows that the pipes need 
to be emptied of water and the ait 
chambers filled with air. If this is not 
done, a Jeak may: be eaused in some 
weak spot by the increased pressure 
of the water. All that it neces- 
sary to do is to turn off the water in the 
cellar, then turn on all the faucets in 
the house, till the pipes are emptied 
of water. This will allow the air cham- 
bers to be refilled with air. Then the 
stop-cock may again be turned dn, and 
the pounding of the water hammer will 
be heard no more. 
When the not water becomes discol- 
ored or when a rumbling is heard in 
the not water boiler, this-shows that 
tPere is a partial stoppage somewhere, 
and a plumber should be called in to 
clean the boiler and the waterfront. 
Some housekeepers think that when 
the water to the house is shut off they 
must let out the fire in the range lest 
the boiler explode. This is not neces- 
sary, for even if the house water is 
shut off enough water remains in the 
boiler, so that an explosion would not 
oceur fér several days at least. 
Householders who leave their houses 
in the summer or for any length of time 
should have the water turned off and the 
traps filled with oil, as oi] does not evap- 
orate. ‘this work should be done 
by a plumber, as householders who try to 
do anything with traps usually make 
mistakes. Tilling the traps with oil pre- 
vents sewer gas from entering the house, 
and having the water turned off prevents 
floods in the householder’s absence. 
Plumbing should be tested once a year 
by a licensed plumber. One reason for 
this ‘s that sewer gas is odorless and may 
not otherwise be detected. Another rea- 
son is that a plumber in his testing. may 
discover Jeaks in the pipes that can be 
repaired in time to prevent trouble. Test- 
ing costs money, of course, but it means 
a saving of money in the end.

TOMATO AND SARDINE RELISH 

Place on individual plates two or 
three small lettuce leaves; on these place 
two slices tomato, and on the tomato 
two boned and skinned sardines. Over 
all pour French dressing to which has 
been added chopped onion. This makes 
a good appetizer to serve as a first 
course., | 

SALT CODFISH AND CHEESE 

Put one and one half pounds of shred- 
ded salt codfish into a quart of,botting 
water for five minutes, drain on a sieve, 
and press out the water. Heat two table- 
spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan, add 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, stir well 
while heating for a moment, pour in one 
eupful of hot milk, mix well until it 
comes to a boil. Add codfish; season with 
a little cayenne pepper and grated nut- 
meg, mix well, and let cook five minutes 
longer. Pour into baking dish, dredge with 
two tablespoonfuls of grated cheese, di- 
vide one tablespoonful of butter into 
small pieces on top, set in oven 10 min- 
utes, remove and serve. 


SAUSAGE ROLLS 

Half a pound of sausages, four cupfuls 
of flour, seasoning, balf a pound of but- 
ter and one egg. Skin the sausages and 
cut each in half lengthwise. Sift the 
flour, add a pinch of salt and the butter. 
Rub them well together, then mix with 
a little water to'make into a stiff paste. 
Roll it out about one eighth of an inch 
thick. Cut into squares, place half a 
Sausage on each piece of pastry, fold 
over and press the edges together. Place 
the sausage rolls on a greased baking 
tin, beat the egg, and brush the rolls 
over with it. Bake in a moderate oven 
for half an hour. Garnish with sprigs 
of fresh parsley. :

No 
relation whatever in the dozens. of rugs 
and pillows, vases and odds and: ends. 
writes Ruby Ross Goodnow in the Pic- 
torial Review. 

“Suppose we begin enumerating the 
necessary thjngs in the living room,” 
I said, “and see what is left, 
best way to discover just which of your 
things are furniture and which are junk.”

The 
top of the table was badly scratched and 
scarred, so we made ‘a long flat runner 
of soft green velvet, binding the edges 
with a gold gimp. The ugly lamp shade 
was discarded, and a new one made of 
thin gold colored silk. The big Wilton 
rug was of several tones of brown and 
blue and green, and the only ugly thing 
about it was the border, so we had the 
border removed leaving a plain squarish 
rug of Jarge size and quiet tone. The 
border was made into a narrow runner 
for the inside hall, and small rugs for 
the dressing room and the sleeping porch. 

The couch was placed under the win- 
dow group, and given a new cover of the 
same green velvet used on the table. 
Curtains of the same color, in a material 
guaranteed not to fade, were used at all 
the windows over sash curtains of cream 
scrim. All the souvenir pillow covers 
were removed, and new ones made of 
green velvet. Ewo small pillows were 
covered with\ remnants of old blue and 
mulberry colored brocade. All these cur- 
tains and pillow covers could be removed 
in summer, and green linen ones sub- 
stituted. The half dozen‘ Japanese prints 
were framed ‘in the narrowest moldings 
of dark brown, and hung on the wall 
space at the head of the couch. ‘The teak 
chair was plated near the couch, and 
just at the head of the couch we placed 
a teak stand, with the same small square 
top as the stgol, but much higher, and 
wired a tall candlestick for a reading 
light.

ST. THOMAS, Danish W. I.—It ap- 
pears likely that Christian X. of Den- 
mark will visit this Danish colony in the 
not distant future, and the inhabitants 
of St. Thomas already ‘are figuring out 
what they can do ta make the royal 
visit memorable. 

The report from Copenhagen is to the 
effect that King Christian contemplates 
paying his‘ visit to the West Indies 
either late in the present year, or early 
n 1915, It is understood that he hopes 
to be present during the official opening 
of the Panama canal, and that he also 
expects to go to San Francisco for the 
exposition. At this moment the plans 
are in a rather tentative shape, but if it 
is at all possible for the Danish ruler to 
pay this over-sea visit to America he is 
just the kind of individual, it is said, 
to throw affairs of state momentarily 
to the winds and enjoy a vacation. 

There i8 some spéculation in ,this 
island as td how the recent change in 
government at home is ‘to affect the 
colony. With the Social-Democrats in 
power and their well-known economic 
plans to be launched at almost any 
time, it is a question whether the desire 
to hold on to the West Indian posscs- 
sions is a8 keen as it used to be under 
the conservative regime. During the 
last 50 years the question of disposing 
of the islands has come up again and 
again. First it was this power that 
wanted to buy the islands, and then it 
was another. In their turn Germany, 
Great Britain and the United States 
have all been reported as intending pur- 
chasers. The negotiations with the 
United States stretch over a consider- 
able period, and it is believed that if 


the islands of St. Thomas, St. Croix and 
St. John change hands it will be the 
western republic that will get them. 

It does. not look now as if the Danish 
government proposes to part with its 
colonies, however, for the improvements 
made ready for St. Thomas are of a 
nature to shaw they are meant to bene- 
fit the port immeasurably when the 
Panama canal is opened. The project 
as first proposed has been somewhat 
modified. The plan is to spend several 
million dollars at once and to make the 
port a strong bidder for trade and coal- 
ing.

While this statement may bear the 
element of truth, the fact that factories 
have had work enough to keep them near 
a capacity putput shows that the fall 
trade ran late or that the former con- 
spicuous distinctions between goods of 
different seasons are not so marked. Com- 
paring methods and’ customs of only a 
few years -ago with those which exist 
“today it is evident that contracting has 


undergone a change and one which will). 


remain for awhile, and those who follow 
the altering trend of the buyers’ ways 


and means of supplying their waats 
admit that it is merely a transformation 


of an old course to obtain a season’s 
stock, and in no way threatens the 
volume of the business as a whole. 

The many improvements adopted by 
‘the manufacturers .have embraced labor, 
money and time saving merits and no 
factory manager can today successfully 
compete without these up-to-date equip- 
Moreover, rapid transit of shoe 
material in its formulating course, from 


‘ raw’ stock to a piece of completed foot- 


~wear, marks the signal success of those 
who are directing their attention to the 
economic production of shoes, as it does 
to. those engaged in transportation prod- 
lems, 

Therefore, allowing that the traders 
appear slow in their transactions, the 


- situation is not disturbing though there 


may be some advantages in getting a 
portion of a season’s business mapped 
out as early as possible; so, inasmuch as 
these new features are known to buyers 
_as well as manufacturers, ard the feeling 
that prices are unsettled, there is no oc- 
casion to operate largely and it' is a 
question whether such a course would be 


“welcomed by the producérs were it of- 


fered them. 

The steady trade which manufacturers 
of men’s fine dress shocs have enjoyed 
seems to keep up, most of the factories | 
running full time. Low cuts are not 
really active although of late a moderate 
business has been coming in. Medium 
priced grades are moving better and 
shipments are promised with caution. 
These goods are following the better 
grade so closely that. it: now takes an 
expert to distinguish the difference. 

Manufacturers of men’s side leather 


- shoes report a fair volume of orders, and 


indications are encouraging for a good 
business from now till summer 6ime. 
Elk; also black and colored chrome, are 
in good demand, in fact all heavy goods, 
whether low or high grade, show a busi- 
ness improvement with prices extremely 
firm. 

Boys’ and vouths’ shoes have met 
with no change regarding Volume of 
business since last report. Orders are 
daily received, but taney lack quantity, 
and the weekly production is diminish- 
ing.

are not criticized for their backwardness 
in placing orders, as it, is a guess as to 
which will prove to be winners of trade. 
Staples are not so difficult, but the list 
of free selling staples is gradually grow- 
ing smaller as gtyle is being worked 
more and more in these goods. No radi- 
eal fashions appeared the past week, but 
tnere was just enough to keep the trade 
on edge, so while the factories are busy, 
they are more dependent upon the daily 
receipt of business than manufacturers 
are accustomed fo be at this season of 
the vear.

LAW OF THE: LOST GOLF BALL | _Language of Wales 


HE law of the lost golf ball, which 
: has provoked so much serious dis 
cussion, has been dealt With by Judge 
Parry in an amusing article which he 
contributes to the Corrhill Magazine 
(london). He proposes a line’ upon 
whien research may proceed and legal 
findings be arrived at. A golf ball, I 
“take it, he says, is the subject of owner- 
ship, although the ownership is of a 
very fleeting and precarious nature. 
There was a school of legal thought in 


- » the. fourteenth century that considered 


golf balls to be ferae naturae—that is 
to say. akin to beasts and birds that 
are wild, such as hares, foxes. wild 
geese and.the like, wherein no man may 
claim a property. The germ of the idea 
is said to be found in the writings of 
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Grotius, who notiéed that often the 
flight of the golf ball was like that of 
the hare along the ground, that on occa- 
sion, after the manner of foxes, it bid 
itself in inaccessible holes, and that it 
was stuffed with the feathers of wild 
geese. By what later writers consid- 
ered a false analogy the early jurists 
considered a golf ball to have so many 
of the qualities of ferae naturae and to 
be so little subject to the dominion of 
man that there could be no property in 
it in a scientific legal sense, although 
you might have casual possession of it 
before you struck it from the tee. 

There seems to be no doubt that if 
a man lose a golf ball and another finds 
it the original owner can have an action 
of Trover and Conversion against the 
finder,. and .recover the value of. his 
goods, but in the Jacobean days of golf 
it seems to have been clear law in the 


|eriminal courts that finding was keep- 


ing. James I.’s chief justice’s view was | 
that “if- one lose his own goods and an- 
other find them, though he convert them 
animo furandi to his own use, yet it is 
no larceny, for the first taking is law- 
ful. So if one find treasure trove or 
waife and straie and convert them ut 
supra, it is no larceny both in respect 
of the finding and also for that Dominus 
non apparet.”. Judge Parry, however, is 
not disposed to running risks, and says: 
The next golf ball I find I shall forward 


'to our county coroner with a petition 
'that the Crown will be pleased to allow 
|me the costs and expense to which I 
have been put .in recovering and’ for- | 


warding the treasure trove. We shall 
then- be able to discover by a practical 
test the views of our rulers upon this 


important subject.

Walter Pater as Examiner 


The following anecdote of Walter Pater 
is told by Edmund Gosse in one of his 
new volumes of Collected Essays: On 
one occasion, at the examination for

| youthful athletes are said to contest more 
fe... ee for yictory’s sake and for the prizes of com- 
petition than for sport’s sake. To play for the delight of play 
itself is said to be a sensation too often’ wanting. From time to 
time a domestic critic arises to echo this,criticism. Such a censor, 
head of one of the leading preparatory schools of New England, 
writes in the February Atlantic Monthly. He cannot be ignored 
on the ground of failure to specify concrete facts justifying his con- 
clusions, for he uses data gathered as a responsible administrator 
and as an executive informed of conditions in the athletic world 
of New England. 

For the moralist, concerned with national welfare; the specific 
issue raised by this article and by others like it that appear from 
time to time is profoundly interesting; and this because of the 
unquestioned close connection between a people’s sports and its 
popular, working, ethical ideals. The way in which the masses use 
their leisure and their surplus income, the recreations they turn 
_to, the sort of persons of whom they make physical heroes, the men- 
tal attitude with which individuals and teams enter upon competi- 
tions, and the standards of honor that society imposes on contestants 
—all these are indications of national morale which no wise appraiser 
of a people will overlook. ; 

Victory for victory’s sake, when carried into the realm of 
competitive sports, may pass readily on to the stage where the 
standard becomes, “Win by any method.” It were idle to deny 
that the more complex the organization of the athletic activities of 
a people become, the vaster the assemblies of spectators, the larger 
the shares of contesting teams or competing institutions in the gate 
receipts, and the wider the national Circle of persons interested in 
the outcome of particular sporting “‘events,” the greater is the tempta- 
tion to depart from older ideals of amateur sport. 

Fortunately there are indications that administrators of col- 
leges and of schools and also student athletic organizations are alive 
to the duty of forming a better code of conduct. Football as played 
now is a fairer, more skilful, less brutal game than it was five years 
ago. The rules for next season, just formulated! curb the priv- 
jleges for the team trainer during public contests. Cases multiply 
of limitations put by academic authorities on the tendency of 
athletic organizations to become commercializéd.--’Fheir habit of 


touring abroad is being curtailed and also their custom of providing.

To use a passage in the 
Monitor’s recent and comprehensive summary of Philippine trade, 
“there is scarcely any kind of merchandise known to man which the 
Filipinos do not either bring into their country or send away 
from it.” 

If this point has been reached since 1900—in the fourteen 
years since military gave way ‘to civil government on the islands 
--is it not reasonable to look forward to still greater development 
in a like period to come, assuming that the islands shall be assured 


a continuance of peace and good government? And is it not equally © 


reasonable to hope that the real friends of the Filipinos may permit 
this development to proceed along present lines until the islands 
shall be.so firmly planted, politically, economically and commercially, 
that independence will strengthen rather than weaken them?

Many who would eat 
more vegetables than they eat now, if vegetables were offered them 
in new forms, would not necessarily give up meat entirely. No revo- 
lution in habits of eating is called for, buf vegetables should not 
always be found in a secondary place. Economic as well as other rea- 
sons would argue that they should be eaten more generally and more 
frequently. If the cooking schools, the domestic economics col- 
Jeges, the chefs, cooks, housewives, cafes and hotels will properly 
note the popular desire for vegetables in new forms and meet it, 
gardening and farming will be stimulated and millions will be cut 
from the annual food bill of the world.

? urpose with 1910 it showed an increase in population 
of 124 per cent. In 1880 it had 84,555 
inhabitants; in 1890, 46,682; in 1900, 
66,960; today it has more than 200,000. There may be no good 
reason for it, but the rule seems to be that communities of rapid 
growth in the United States grow up loosely as to economics, poli- 
tics and morals. There have been some exceptions. Oakland is 
one of them, and the fact that before the era of great growth and 
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prosperity in the city its people had rather generally adopted the © 


neighborhood club system will go far toward furnishing an expla- 
nation of this. Moreover, with the ensuing commercial, industrial 
and social changes that in some important particulars transformed 
the whole aspect of local affairs—its people clung tenaciously to 
this system. They were conscious of the aid it had been to them 
in the past, and they were convinced that it would he of still greater 
value to them in the future. So that instead of abandoning the 
neighborhood clubs, interest in their formation and’ maintenance 
increased. In the last few years their numbers have multiplied. 
No less than forty-three of them are now in existence. 


If it be asked, What purpose do they serve? the answer must 
be: Every purpose that makes, or gives fair promise of making, for 
the welfare of the community. The work of each club begins 
in its own locality. Its first duty is to the neighborhood to which 
it belongs. As it accomplishes results in its particular zone of 
activity, contiguous neighborhoods are necessarily influenced. It 
becomes a unit of communal usefulness; it combines for wider 
undertakings with other units; it is incorporated finally, and without 
losing its identity or forgetting its allegiance to its neighborhood, 
with a civic federation. As such it 1s an integral"part of a powerful 
factor in municipal administration. With Oakland’s success-as an 
example there is no reason why as much cannot be done by earnest 


the sweeping away of the old bridge, and the building of a new 
one, or again that the bridge should be widened, or again that 
lying buttresses should support a footpath on either side. But to 
all these propositions those who regard the bridge only very sec- 
ondarily as a means of getting to the other side, oppose the most 
vigorous protests. 

It is just here that the question attaches itself.to a great issue. 
Jt is seen as another manifestation of that struggle, much more 
apparent than real, between the beautiful and the useful. Quite 
apart from the question as to whether anything can be really beau- 
tiful without being really useful, there remains the consideration 
that every stage of progress ought to be, and is capable of meeting 
all its needs after a beautiful fashion. How the question of Rich- 
niond bridge is finally settled may not be a very great matter. It, 
however, involves a great issue, namely, the recognition of the fact 
that the sweeping away of the old at the demand of an obvious 
need does not necessarily mean a loss of the beautiful... What is 
really beautiful is as capable of realization today as at any time in 
the past. What is beautiful, moreover, is immediately and always 
beautiful, whether it counts its age by a hundred days or a thousand 


years.

Or to use the figures of the rei wee sage 
agriculture, the acreage of tillable land 1n the 

pe is 1,140,000,000, the percentage Lands 
under cultivation is 27.. That is, 73 per in the 
cent of the productive soil of the United ; 
States is neither plowed, sowed, harrowed United States 
nor hoed. The fact is not known positively, 
but it is reasonably presumable that only : 
farm lands are included in the department’s figurés. If the fertile 
but unproductive lands within village, town and city boundaries 
were added, the last percentage would perhaps be much higher. It 
is hardly to be expected that the tillable land of the United States 
shall be cultivated up to its full capacity, or anything like it, for 
this, even if possible, would only mean waste. From the point of . 
view of sound economics, production should not exceed consump- 
tion any more than it should fall short of meeting it. 

The peculiarity of the situation in the United States at the 
present \time is visible in the fact that while there is potential abun- 
dance of everything, there is actual shortage of many things. Many 
farmers are crossing annually from the United States into western 
Canada in search of land, while 73 per cent of the tillable land of 
the United States is‘ practically idle and awaiting the cultivator. 
The disappearance of the free range for cattle and the consequent 
advance in the price of beef is noted in many quarters with regret, 
while the lands that are lying fallow could be made to produce feed 


and fodder in such abundance as to rival the record of the pastures 


of the southwestern drive period. : 
There is not the slightest ground for alarm with regard to the 


productiveness of the soil of the United States; there is, on the 
contrary, reason to believe that every acre now under cultivation 
could by skilful handling be brought to the point of doubling its 
annual -yield. But when all allowance for unskilful agriculture is 
made—and it should be regarded as a shameful thing to claim such 
allowance continually in a nation so generally enlightened as the 
United States—there is tillable soil enough now available to increase 
present foodstuff production almost fourfold. ,
